
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
TUESDAY JUNE 1, 2004 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1 
 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION:  
 

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 114 fires reported.  Very high to extreme fire indices 
were reported in Arizona, Colorado, Florida, Georgia, Kansas, New Mexico, and Nevada. 

 
 

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

PEPPIN, Lincoln National Forest.  A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Bateman) is assigned. 
This fire is six miles northeast of Capitan, NM in timber.  Hazardous terrain, poor accessibility, and 
heavy dead fuel loading continue to be concerns.  Increased fire behavior with short runs and 
torching was reported. 
 
KP, Apache-Sitgreaves National Forest.  A transfer of command from a Type 2 Incident 
Management Team (Kvale) to a Type 3 organization will continue through today.  This fire is 20 
miles south of Alpine, AZ in brush and mixed conifer.  Creeping surface fire and small group 
torching were observed.

BOMBING RANGE 1, National Forests in Florida.  This fire is 14 miles north-northwest of Umatilla, 
FL in brush and pine.  This fire is within a Naval bombing range; no on the ground suppression 
action is allowed.  A confinement strategy is in place.  Minimal fire behavior was reported.  No 
further information was received.

UNBURNED FUEL BETWEEN YOU AND THE FIRE 

It is important for firefighters to recognize unburned fuel between themselves and the fire as 
Watchout Situation #11. Often it is not possible or practical to direct attack a fire. Before 
attempting indirect attack and any time the firefighter is in a position where there is unburned fuel 
between them and the fire, the following questions must be addressed immediately: 

  

 Can you see the fire? Discuss situations you might find yourself in where you are out in the 
green and cannot see the fire. What can you do? 

 Is fire spread in a direction away from you? Do you consider the potential for fire spread? Are 
you safe if the wind switches? 

 Will your position be defensible when the fire reaches you? Talk about what must be taken into 
account when building indirect line or approaching a fire through the green. 

 Is your line anchored? Discuss how you anchor indirect line. 

 Are your escape routes and safety zones adequate? What is adequate? 

 To reduce the risks: 

• Post lookouts  
• Consider a different location. Review situations where you constructed indirect line or 

approached a fire through the green and how you provided for your safety.
